MOTION FOR EXPEDITED APPROVAL 

Pursuant to Section 252(e) (1) of the Telecommunications Act 

of 1996 (the "Act"), 47 U.S.C. 5 252 (e) (I), Big River Telephone 

Co., LLC ("Big River"), through its undersigned counsel, hereby 

requests expedited approval of a negotiated interconnection 

agreement between Ballard Rural Telephone Cooperative 

Corporation, Inc. ("Ballard") and Big River. 

Big River is a utility within the meaning of KRS 

278.010 (3) (e) and is a competitive local exchange carrier 

authorized to provide service in Kentucky. Ballard is an 

incumbent local exchange carrier or ILEC. 

Counsel for Ballard filed the referenced agreement with the 

Commission on April 21, 2006, noting the inapplicability of 

Section 252(e) (2) to this negotiated agreement and requesting 

that the Commission "approve the Agreement." See Exhibit A. By 

its terms the agreement is effective on approval by the 



Upon inquiring about the status of the agreement, counsel 

for Big River learned that although staff has reviewed and 

approved the agreement, there has been no Commission order 

approving the agreement within the meaning of Section 252 (e) (1) 

of the Act. Absent affirmative Commission action the agreement 

arguably becomes "approved" only by operation of federal law, 

after the 90 day period described in Section 252(e) (4) of the 

Act. However, Big River intends to operate using the agreement 

as soon as possible. Accordingly, Big River requests that the 

Commission issue an order approving the negotiated agreement. 

Such order will avoid any misunderstanding as to the effective 

date of the agreement. 

WHEREFORE, Big River respectfully requests that the 

Commission issue an order on an expedited basis approving the 

agreement.

Ballard Rural Telephone Cooperative Corporation, Inc. ("Ballard"), on behalf of itself and 
Big River Telephone Company, LLC ("Big River") hereby submits for approval by the Kentucky 
Public Service Commission (the "Commission") an original and four (4) copies of the enclosed 
CMRS Agreement dated February 24, 2006 (the "Agreement"). This Agreement was reached 
through voluntary negotiations witl~out resort to mediation or arbitration and is submitted for 
approval pursuant to Section 252(e) of the Co~nmunications Act of 1934, as amended by the 
Teleconnnunications Act of 1996 (the "Act"). 

Sections 252(e)(2) of the Act directs that a state Commission may reject an agreement 
reached through voluntary negotiations only if the Commission finds that: 

(1) the agreement (or portion thereof) discriminates against a telecommunications canier 
not a party to the agreement; or 

(2) the implementation of such agreement or portion is not consistent with the public 
interest, convenience and necessity. 

Tile Parties to the Agreement respectfully submit that the Agreement provides no basis for 
either of these findings and, thus, request that the Commission approve the Agreement. The 
Agreement does not discriminate against any other telecommunications carriers. The Agreement is
